Yesterday afternoon, before à larse 
and^ enthusiastic audience of McGill 
8tudenU,'.3lr Erneet Shaokleton gave 
a talit'-^bn-' thé '• numerous adventures 
of the members of the last Polar ex- 
pedition"; By five o'clock the Con- 
servatorliiin at R.,V.C. was crowdeà 
to the doors by< those students who 
were fortunate enough to be able- to 
attend this meeting of the McGU'l 
Canadian Club, and to liear the most 
Interesting topic of Polar exploration 
dealt with by one so competent to 
speak on this subject as Sir Brneat 
Shacklcton. 

After Sir Ernest had taken his seat 
amid Ipud and prolonged clapplng| 
•jhn Farthing, president of the dub. 
Introduced- the speaker .to the stu- 
dents, ■ TWe chairman said' that , thé 
famous explorer's name needed no in 
trodiictlo-^ to- aiiy British audience, 
and went on to remind those jjï'eEont 
of the glory and honpV brought 'to our 
country by the achléyements of Sir 
Ernest Shacklcton.. Mr. Farthing 
then pointed but that the object of 
most explorfitions was not so much 
to uphold. the national prestige ft*"" 
scientific disoovery and reseCirch. ' ■ 
On Sir Ernest Shac'kletîiu being 
called upon lo aildrèsfl tiie meeting, 
more prolonged clapping preceded 
the opening of his remarks. He fli'st 
stated that the chairman's' last tk-r 
marks did hot at all apply to hlmEelf; 
as his owii" Incentive 'to take part'ïn. 
exploration work was the châftco of 
discovering new lands for our' Empire. 
The' 8pea"ker then" launched into a 
very interesting and, at times, thrill-; 
ing' account' of his last expedition; 
which" took .place "during the first 
years of the w*^- ' ' , 
- The preparations 'for this expedi- 
tion were begiin abotlt the middle of 
1913, and aftÈo bé^iitilhg éf Janu- 
ary, 1014, vqlùftt^r^wéro' (Sailed for. 
Pl've' thoukaiid * 'nién'iv'offèred "' t^^^^ 
selves, anà the crew bj'tlTè Endurance 
was chosen from these';' *Tjie expedi- 
tion, In charge of 'shkckioton, left 
Buenos Ayrcs " lu the Bnduralice 
shortly after w-âr waé' declared.' • r'r' .

Shacklcton decided to- get in touch | 
with the outside world, and to this j 
end he picked five, men, and on , April 
24th set aall for South Georgia. For i 
six days and six nights the little 
twentyitwo foot boat was battered by 
the South . AtUntic hurricanes and 
Hpowatpnns.; 'After .the cliffs .of tl»e 
island ^irere slghteid, Shackleton drew 
off' fot the 'night. An attempt at 
landing > pr'p''ir«d . successful, ' and Ih e 
five i men- settled- themselves In a 
natural cave and took a well-deserved 
sleep.' 'They atayèd in the cave for 
six ^aya, and then tbe three most 
able members of the party atarted on 
their trip across the Island. Their 
path between the deep crevasses with 
which the glacier was serrated was 
illuminated by' thé fitful light of the 
moon. Aftér managing to escape thé 
dangers of thé crossing, Including an 
obstruction in the form of a water- 
jCàlI, the three men at last arrived vX 
tiio Government Station. Here they 
heard, for the first time, the news 
of the main events of the war up to 
that time. • . 

Shacklétbn's next duty was tbe'or- 
ganlzatlon of' a rescue party. He had 
arrived at the station on a Saturday, 
and on the following Tuesday he left 
with tbe.intpntlon of bringing back 
the men left on.. the eouthern Island. 
Two^altënipta ended In failure^ due to 
blockage by içe. A Chilean ship was 
then , chartered With a crew of ten, 
eight natlonalttiea being represented 
among tîié latter. This party .got 
within a bu'ndred miles of the island, 
but after twentj^-'three days of, beat- 
ing around, the sijiiooher was obliged 
to ^retuf n to . port. The fourth at- 
tempt was made In a tug, and this 
proved completely successful. Nine 
daya-. after their departure they re- 
tunied without il>e loss of one nun 
af the original- party. The men left 
on the Island could not have lasted 
muQh longer, and had been subsisting 
an- seaweed and limpets. 

On his return, Sir Ernest Shaokle- 
toft;«inl a. telegram to the King, In- 
forming him of the successful rescue 
and of the high spirits of each mem- 
ber-of the party throughout the ex- 
pedition. ' 

-.'^After ' finishing his -story of the 
main adventures encountered on the 
éxpedltipn,-:the speaker praiaed highly 
the:* calibre of "the men who formed 
the" party under his command. He 
then epoke briefly on the scientific 
lesulta; obtàlitéd'firom such a venture. 
All jlM|âi^ÉÎMiid observations made on 
thenu^SwaSti were kept, these being 
chief i)^ geographical. :- Sir - Ernest 
stated, that thé' British, French, Ar- 
afentine and Chilean governments^had 
co-operated in 'the furtherance of 
geological research. He ended his 
remarks > by referring to the million 
miles of unexplored land in tho north 
of Canada^ and expressed - the hope 
that the Canadian people would be be- 
hind any expedition whose aim was 
the)plantlng of our fl»g on the new 
lahd^l^licSî'would be discovered. . 

Sir Ernest took his seat amid çieaf- 
enlng clapping.

A camp Tiraa formed, on arriving at a 
place -whore the ice .had commenced 
to nielt. ' This camp was 'called Pa- 
tience Camp, and this name also 
proved approprlatei .a^B the party were 
quartered there during the months of 
Jiinuàry, * FebniWC and ' March^' of' 
1916. On the ninth -of April the ice 
split, and the twenty-eight men em- 
barked' in three pmall boats to^lirave 
the perils of the Antarctic.
